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Newspaper Faces Critical Situation 


| hroughout the tall semester the Srate Hornet has operated under 
extremely negative conditions 

At this point the editorial staff is down tosix people. Last semester 
a skeleton crew of about 10 extremely devoted individuals worked 
long hours to assure that the newspaper went to press 

Over the past four years the Horner has repeated!y taken large 
budgetary cuts at the hands of the Associated Students Board of Fis- 
cal Matters and Student Senate. During this same period our print- 
ing cost have increased at least 10 percent per year. This two-way 
squeeze makes it very hard to produce a paper 

Last year. word was out that the student officials felt money for 
the Hornet could be spent better in some other area. Stipends paid to 
the editorial staff were cut. except for the editor-in-chief 

This vear we approached the BF M witha proposal to use $1,332 
from Hornet reserves to pay individuals on the editorial staff who put 
in anywhere from 20 to 30 hours per week on the newspaper. They 
turned down our request 

We came back with another proposal requesting that we be 
allowed to incorporate $1,.912.50:nto our daily break-even to pay the 


staff. BFM chair Ron Sullivan refused to even hear the Board of 
Publications proposa!, because he felt the issue of stipends had 
already been discussed and turned down and could only be brought 
up under a move to reconsider 

The Horner statfand the Board of Publications are not making an 
unreasonable request. This university has traditionally awarded 
stipends to the editorial staff. Throughout the 19 California State 
College Campuses the prevailing rule is that of stipends. For exam- 
ple, Fresno’s staff receives 50 percent of its funding trom the st udent 
associatron and the entire staff is paid. The Horner receives only 
about IS per cent of its support from student funds 

We are not asking for additional funds, and therefore will not 
jecopardve any other program. We are asking only that we be allowed 
to spend some of the money our advertising staff has earned 

Thus far this year the advertising revenue has amounted to ap 
proximately $18,000. Expenditures come to a little more than 
$12,000. Therefore. the money ts clearly there

It 
further provides that he “may” 
consult with the Student 
Presidents’ Association, the 
(statewide) Academic Senate, and 
the Chancellors Courcil — of 
(college) Presidents. Finally, and 
of significant importance, the bill 
would provide that the student 
body fee would be reduced propor- 
tionately to the amount of funds 
provided by the trustees 

In. summary. Joe Hay. 
CSUCSPA legislative advocate, 
stated that “the legislation would 
require the trustees to request an 
appropnation within the General 
Fund Support Budget for IR

“Accordingly,” Hay went on to 
say, “the amount the trustees 
received would dictate the level of 
the student body fee. For example. 
if the state provided a total amount 
which equaled $10 per student for 
an academic year on a particular 
campus. the student body fee (if set 
at the maximum of $20 per year) 
would be reduced to $10 per year

mitories. Two new residence hails 
themselves, each with a capacity of 


200. will open for occupaney in the 


Fall semester. 1974 
The new structures are part of 
the $3.5 milhon project which 


began construction a year ago last 
spring and which ts being financed 
by revenue bonds issued by the 


Trustees of the California State 
University and Colleges. The 
Federal Department of Housing 


and Urban Development is provid- 
ing a partial interest subsidy for the 
bonds 

The dining commons ts located 
amidst’ the existing and new 
resident halls in the northeast 
corner of the campus. When it is 
opened for business. food service 
tor the hall residents will be moved 
from the old Food Service Building 
which has served their needs since 
the three original resident halls 
were constructed in 1959. The exis- 
ting Food Service Building has 
been remodeled for use as dining 
service non-resident 
students on campus 

The new dining commons is 
designed to provide food service 
for the 1,000 campus residents. It 
has a seating capacity of 450 and 
will serve students through three 
cafeteria lines

The new structure was designed 
by the architectural firm of 
Hertvka and Knowles, Architects 
of San Francisco. The construction 
wus undertaken by the Robert G 
Fisher Company of Fresno | 

The two new residence hails, 
which have been named Sierra Hall
